It is an axiom of sport that where an Englishman 
goes his games go with him. He has transplanted 
polo, cricket, and golf in Halifax, Gibraltar, Asia, 
Africa and the West Indies; but why should cricket, 
which was planted in various parts of the United 
States, flourish more particularly in Philadelphia than 
in any other part of the country In the writer’s 
opinion the solution of the problem is to be found in 
the fact that the cricketers of Philadelphia, at an early 
pe riod of the development of the game in that locality, 
recognized that the future of the game must depend 
upon its encouragement among the boys, and that it was 
not safe to re ly upon peripatetic Englishmen. Cricket 
generally in the United States, other than in Phila 
delphia, is played almost entirely by Englishmen, who, 
as a rule, do not belong to the leisure class of the com- 
munity, and have not the time nor the financial means 
to properly develop the game 

The recognition of the importance of the development 
of the junior element is due to the influence of a few 
men in Philadelphia, such as the Newhalls, Wisters, 
John P. Green, Allan Evans, George Ashbridge, J. B 
Colqhan, Samuel Welsh, G. Stuart Patterson, and others, 
and the history of cricket in the United States is pri 
marily its history in Philadelphia.
